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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), 
or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the examiner does not accept the changes, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "17" has been used to designate both a Christmas tree 
ornament and a SCR. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the examiner does not accept the changes, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
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any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure that goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Goodwin 
[U.S. 6,778,082]. 

For claim 1 . the wireless smoke sensing system taught by Goodwin contains 
multiple smoke sensors (Nos. 14, 16, 18) and having proper circuitry such as a 
transceiver (No. 26) to alarm, send, and receive signals therefore a smoke sensor (No.

22) can receive an RF signal to turn on an audible alarm (No. 44) that can alarm and 
transmit a RF signal from inside the same housing of the receiver allowing each smoke 
sensor to alarm and transmit to others in a group, and antennae (No. 40) to increase the 
transmission and reception qualities. Timer activated pulsing circuits and SCRs are 
quite common in electronic circuitry, especially in smoke detectors. The inclusion of 
either in a smoke detector is not considered a patentable innovation as pulsing circuits 
have been used for the purpose of saving battery life and SCRs have been used for 
latch switches for years. 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Goodwin 
as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Tsou [U.S. 5,880,676]. 

For claim 2 . the system of Goodwin includes the claimed subject matter as 
discussed in the rejection of claim 1 above. However, there is no mention of a 
Christmas tree bulb. 

Christmas tree ornament-shaped fire alarms have been in use for some time. 
The fire alarm taught by Tsou includes an ornament with antenna (No. 23) for 
transmitting a radio actuation signal to a portable receiver unit. This reference is plain 
evidence that Christmas tree ornament with hidden smoke detectors have been used 
with RF transmitting means to relay the signal to a remote alarm. As this is similar to 
the primary reference in that the actuation signal is relayed to another receiver in the 
system, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
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invention was made to include a detector shaped as an ornament for the purpose of 
disguising the detector. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Flittie [U.S. 4,186,389] uses a voltage pulse system to save battery life. 

Cota [U.S. 4,763,1 15] takes advantage of several SCRs. 

Godwin [U.S. 5,898,369] detects a hazardous condition and transmits RF 
signals to other like detectors. 

Nightingale et al [U.S. 6,075,447] uses a cable of smoke detector units on a 
Christmas tree. 

Menard, Jr. [U.S. 6,087,946] includes a fire alarm means in a Christmas tree 

stand. 

Schumer [U.S. 6,384,732] attaches a smoke detector onto the limb of a tree. 
Prechel et al [U.S. 6,512,460] triggers an audible or optical alarm in a Christmas 
ornament.
